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Foreword 


1937:  A  FAVORABLE  SEASON 

It  has  been  a  long  time  since  we  have  had  the  thrill  of  a  normal  spring  here  in  the  middle 
west.  But  in  late  April  it  seems  safe  to  boast  that  we  have  that  rarity  in  our  grasp-  Ample 
rain  and  no  late  freezes  have  made  all  the  shrubs  and  plants,  not  actually  dead  of  drouth,  forget 
their  sufferings  and  bloom  or  give  promise  of  such  bloom  as  we  have  not  had  for  years.  As  1 
write  in  late  April  the  dwarfs  are  in  bloom  and  of  the  intermediates  on  y  Crysoro  5^™  w 
Major  and  Zwanenburg  are  showing  high  buds.  The  season  is  a  full  two  weeks  late 
breath  taking  in  its  promises.

In  fact  the  contest  was  of  such  high  quality  that  I 
have  been  unable  to  think  of  another  that  might  equal  it  So  I  have  decided  tha^.the,  webatlJ^ 
will  make  all  my  customers  winners  this  year  as  the  plants  I  shall  send  out  will  be  better 

than  ever. 

MRS.  SAPP’S  GARDEN 

“In  my  garden  I  would  plant  Wm.  Mohr  at  the  top  of  my  garden  steps  with  long  spurred 
pink  columbine  and  Unarm  Canon  J.  Want.  Across  the  lawn  which  extends  in  a  long  broad 
sweep,  sixty  by  forty  feet,  I  would  have  a  wall  with  hollyhocks  before  it,  then  peonies,  beau¬ 
tiful  Walter  Faxon  and  single  Japanese,  and  in  front  of  these  irises  and  perennials. 

“Nearest  the  house  I  would  have  glowing  Magenta  (it  is  so  good  with  yellow  sorts)  and 
Coronation  with  Thalictrum  Glaucum,  then  a  red  and  golden  group— -Grace  Sturtevant,  Henri 
Riviere,  Indian  Chief  and  Midgard  with  Hemerocallis  Mikado  a  brilliant  orange  yellow  wit 
a  shading  of  soft  deep  red  which  lightens  its  throat.  Next  Frieda  Mohr  and  Blue  HtU.tecavx 
ninks  are  rosier  in  the  sun  and  lovely  in  contrast  with  blues.  After  this  I  would  plant  Desert 
Gold  in  front  of  a  clump  of  Santa  Barbara,  which  blooms  at  the  same  time  and  tall  stately 
Los  Anaeles  at  the  corner  of  a  native  stone  bird  bath,  made  to  look  like  an  old  well  with  the 
old  oakfn  bucte  in  evidence.  A  large  planting  of  Kolkuaitzia  Amabilts  bade  of  thts  rounds 
the  corner  into  a  clipped  cedar  hedge  that  extends  across  the  back  of  the  garden. 

“In  front  of  the  bird  bath,  amidst  low  growing  orange  and 
floriforous  deep  violet  Tom  Til.  Tall  light  violet  El  Cap,, an  and  Dorothy  Dn, rz  ’ v.th  pi ink 
Pyrethum,  stand  out  against  the  cedars  and  are  close  to  the  stone  garden  seat  in  the  center  at 

th£  '"Wambliska  with  Sensation  and  Pluie  d’Or,  a  perfect  combination  of  blue  and  yellow, 
and  pink  oriental  poppies  are  in  front  of  a  corner  planting  of  tamnx  and  lilacs. 

“Next  Rameses,  beautiful  Dykes  medal  winner,  exquisite  beside  Trostnnger  and  fragrant, 
fringy  Dictamnus  alba,  King  Midas,  lovely  blending  Dolly  Madison  and  Buto  with  a  plan  g 
of  dark  red  Pyrethum  and  Linaria  Dalmatica  Superba.  _  .  , 

“Perennial  phlox,  annuals  and  early  chrysanthemums  separate  the  plantings  which  end  wit 
Sir  Michael  and  Baldwin,  surrounded  by  pink  Lupines.
